tion of Jean Jacques Kousseau. Koue- 
seau was a lover of nature, but tie 
was not always true to his belief in 
the beneficence of nature. Scynetlmes 
he contradicted himself. He, him- 
self, '.hough a lover of tho primeval 
mode of life, constructeS 8. compli- 
cated social s.vuteiji, much lii advance 
of his time. ^Hls system was highly 
clvnized. 'J'hough Rousseau talksd 
much of the happiness of the savage, 
he must not be taken too seriously. 
He knew that it was impossible for 
n>dn. to return to. the prim<}yal>sti^te;: 
hence the fomatWn r,'-of'*:rii8^^oclr^^^^ 
system. RopsseauUi^ influenars%ttii 
enormous. Like other leaders of iiio 
I'rench. Revolution, Rousseaii was an 
idol of the people. . Everyone read his 
lioolcH. He himself was one of the 
cuwev of the Revolution. When we 
rend Rousseau we must think; bin 
writings are replete with paradoxes 
and new ideas. He exaggerated but 
he is always agreeable and pleasant. 
Kousseau waa a true prophet; he 
broke all the traditions of his time. 
Grosiean called attention to the dit- 
fcience in style of Rousseau and som? 
of his contempomrles. Among these 
latter, Voltaire. VolUlre'a style is 
essentially magnificent and deep; hut 
Rousseau's is soulful. Rousseau w.is 
romantic before the coming of ro- 
mance. The speaker affirmed that 
Rousseau infused romance into the 
literature of Germany, a.nd hence into 
the literature of England. 

Dr. Villard, the Honorary President 
of the Cercle Français, said that he 
was pleased that Grosjean had not- 
Iced the gaiety cf the members. He 
stated that he liked the members to 
laugh. The French character la nat- 
urally gay. The old Gauls liked to 
laugh. In later times the French lik- 
ed to do the same. Though there 
were no "movies" In those days, ao 
fine streets to walk on, f.hfi French 
people used to have good times. The,/ 
amused themselves by telling each 
other fabliaux. Dr. Villard then told 
a story entitled "Lio Vilain devient 
Médecin," which sent the Cercle In 
to roars of laughter. Such stories as 
these, the speaker .said, were related. 
The old Gallic spirit was felt through 
all. the centuries. Molière, in his own 
Inimitable way, wrote c'omedies which 
.were vivacious, gay and full of the 
French — hence Gallic — spirit. Molière 
told of the weaknesses of men through 
illustration by means of animals, 
which, though instructive, ' were al- 
\va.ya amusing. 

Dr. Villard then spoke r..' the coif- 
fures of the ladies of the. '18th Cen- 
tury. They used to wear theJr hair 
sr high from their heads that they 
were unable to pass through a door. 
Although Louis XIV. disliked this 
stylei of head dress, and did his ut- 
most to do away with it, he could not 
prevail' upon the ladies of his court 
to alter, it. ' It was not< until an Eng- 
lish woman came to ,the court with 
her ha'.r dressed low upon her head, 
that- the ladies of the court changed 
the style, Louis XIV. was surprise! 
to find that this lady could do what

At the fortnightly meeting of the 
Physical Society yesterday afternoon, 
G. H. Henderson preaeptted an in- 
teresting paper on "Recent Re- 
search on. the AcUve Deposits of 
Radium, Thorium and Actinium." 
The speaker has had personal oppor- 
tunity of research In this lino, and 
lireseiilnd .some of his results in con- 
firmation of radio-active theories. 

The subject of radio-activity -u of 
particular interest to the Society, be- 
cause of the fact that the early dis- 
coveries In this branch of science 
were made at McOlll by Professor 
Rutherford, a few years ago. The 
speaker briefly outlined the historical 
origin of the subject, and then pro- 
ceeded to deal with the modern de- 
velopments, especially those in which 
he was personally interested. 

It is now known that a long chain 
of radio-active -substances exists 
with radium at one end and lead, or a 
substance closely resembling it, at the 
other end. Between these two ex- 
tremes are about a ' dozen distinct 
substances, which, although they may 
be isolated and observed, are coii 
stantly undergoing transformation In- 
to the next lower member. 

The method of transition from one 
substanca to the next is by means of 
radiators, which nrc found to be 
Streams. ofc- discharged particles, leav- 
ing" the" suljstance at a high velocity. 
These particles are. named alpha, beta, 
gamma, etc., théalpha being the most 
coinmon. ' 

Of special Interest to 'physidsts are 
the' considerations - of the mechanical 
effect of one of these particles, leav' 
ing a molecule, and also any electrical 
Vianges which may occur. In ' con 
nectlon with the former it is noted 
that the particle has a very high ve 
locity, and the alpha particle is stop 
l>cd in 5 or 6 centimeters by coUlslon 
with air molecules. During this jour- 
ney tho particle. In virtue of Its high 
speed, is able to ionize many of the 
niv molecules which It encounters. If 
the third law of motion Is to hold it 
is necessary that the remainder of the 
molecules be given a backward tm 
pulse when the alpha particle leaves 
It. On calculating this backward ve- 
locity, it is found that it Is sufficient 
to ionize air, although the - molecule 
Is brought to a stop in one tenth of a 
millimeter by collisions with air mole- 
cules. Thus considerable ionization of 
gases by radlo-actlvlty is due to thf 
action of the remaining part, as well 
as to the discharged particle. 

Regarding electrical ' effects, the 
speaker stated ' that since the dis- 
charged alpha particle was found to 
always carry two positive charges, it 
would be expected that the remaining 
part would bo negatively charged. On 
the contrary, it Is always charged 
positively, as tho speaker had oppor- 
tunity of demonstrating in research 
work 'at' Dalhousle University. By 
experiments on Thorium it was shown 
that as much as 94 per cent, of a 
sample of emanation could be col- 
lected on the negatively charged 
plate of properly arranged apparatus. 
lUils result was obtained. In an at- 
mosphere of 'air, while In ether and in 
carbon' dioxide the results were so 
low. that - they . could not be talion as 
iting the electric charges pres- 

After a short discussion by the 
members, the president thanked the 
speaker for his -entertaining paper, 
and the meetinc; adjourned.

In the harry and bustle of college life, the attending of lectures, 
the days and nights given to the acquisition of knowledge, therc^ is 
not much of the college man's life that ean be given to reflection, 
But at heart the average student is a philosopher. There nro tlm?s, 
cither in his own study, or in_the silent but eloquent fellowship of 
friends, when the man at college sits down, and with his feet on the 
fender, his pipe in his mouth, communes with his spirit. These mo- 
ments of : silent eloquence are neeeasary.

From these moments he will rise, and, 
shaking' the shackles of dreamland from him, go forth with a re- 
newed vigour to pursue his daily duties. 

And still further, these periods of musing provide a period of 
rest and recreation to a tired brain and a jaded spirit, which can 
be gained in no other way. 

These periods of musings and communion with oneself, arc thus 
as essential to the health and vigour of the mind as rest and re- 
creation are to the wearied physical frame. Day dreams or waking 
dreams they may indeed be, but becayse they fill a place in the round 
of daily Tifc, are not altogether to be'condemned.

In Franco, Jan. 13, 1918. 

My dear , I have been enjoying 

a rest in a military hospital in Edin- 
burgh, but was able to be out of bed 
the day before Christmas, so that 1 
thoroughly enjoyed the day. .Three 
days later I came up before the 
Colonel for examination, and was 
given five days' pass from the hos- 
pital, Bà that I also had New Yeai's 
Day In Edinburgh. 

It has been the custom there lor 
apes to gather round the church nenr 
John Knox's house to cheer in the 
New Year. With the ringing of Iho 
btll at twelve o'clock all cnoer; many 
bottles of Scotch arc drunk, and then 
Ir Is a "Happy New Vear" and hand 
shake all round, friend and stranger. 
Since the raids on Britain the beils 
oro not allowed to ring during the 
night. They told nio that It would 
bo very quiet this year. However, I 
went to seo the quiet time. When I 
reached the scene, about ten min- 
utes to twelve, there wpts gathered 
the largest crowd I have seen since 
I left Canada. The streets around 
the church were jammed. I thought 
there could not be less than six or 
eight thousand people. There was 
such a noise at twelve o'clock. Peo- 
ple from other parts said the fleet 
and vessels In the Forth made a 
great noise, but In the crowd we 
could not hear anything that' far 
away. A girl next me started to toot 
a fish-bone, but when I gave vent to 
my voice she quit. Only a few bot- 
tles were to be seen. 

Later I received my discharge from 
the hospital, and after spending a day 
in London I crossed to France, and 
In about two more days reached 
"home." Our, camp hero Is about the 
best I have seen since coming to 
Oance. The animals, are in well- 
sheltered standing* - and the men 
have huts to sleep in. We consider 
ourselves fortunate to have such a 
luxury. We olso have a mess room.
